HOW TO GROW IRIS 


There is no secret in growing iris—the following simple suggestions will insure 
success, and you will be more than repaid when the next iris-time comes 
around: Select a sunny, well drained location. Do not plant too deeply—the 
rhizomes should be just below the surface of the ground. Be sure the roots are 
firmed in the ground securely. Keep well watered until the plants are estab- 
lished. Fertilize lightly at least twice a year with a good commercial fertilizer, 
or well-decomposed manure, but be sure this does not come in direct contact 
with the rhizome—it is the roots which need the food. Divide and transplant 
ae every three years to insure maintaining good size flowers and abundant 
oom.

SPURIA IRIS 


For cut flowers and garden beauty 
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The Spurias, sometimes called “Butterfly Iris,” resemble the Dutch irises 
which are extensively used by florists, but the flowers are larger, and numerous 
blossoms are borne on the three- to four-foot stalks, making a very showy dis- 
play in the garden, and are superb as cut flowers. They are not as fragile as 


bearded iris and keep for days. 


Spurias require very little care, and can be left in a permanent location, so 
should be given room in which to grow. They thrive in full sun, or partial 
shade, and do best if kept well watered in the early spring and throughout the 
blooming season. We recommend planting in the fall, but it is possible to ship 
early in the spring. KEEP VERY MOIST UNTIL ESTABLISHED. Perfectly 
hardy, they are worthwhile additions to any garden. Spurias bloom at the 
same time as the late flowering bearded iris, Shipments made August 15th 


through October.

ONCOBREDS 


These iris are the result of crossing the oncoyclus (natives of Iran), with some 
of our own bearded iris. The rare beauty of the oncocyclus has been preserved 
to a marked degree, and increased vigor and hardiness have been secured from 
these crossings. All of them will grow well in mild climates, and may have 
proven absolutely hardy in cold sections.
